The present Account embraces a period of 15 mouths, and includes the responsi- 
bilities both of tho Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland and of the Irish 
Land Commissioners. 

The extension of the period of tho Account to the 3 1st March appears to have been 
sanctioned by the Lords Commissioners of Ilor Majesty's Treasury, on the suggestion of 
the Land Commissioners, by letter dated the 9lh ol December 1881. 

The Irish Land Commissioners, having, under section 2 of the Act 44 &45 Viet. c. 71, 
succeeded to tho duties of the Irish Church Temporalities Commissioners, have incorpo- 
rated the account of their predecessors with their own. They have, however, guarded 
themselves against being hold rosponsiblo for all the transactions included in it by noting 
on tho Account that they ” do not hold themselves responsible for financial transactions 
“antecedent to the 14th September 1881, all accounts prior to that date having been 
“ signed by the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland.”

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REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 



In the Report on the Account to the 31st December 1880, it was pointed out that Expenses of the 
a Clerk on the Establishment of the Irish Church Temporalities Commission, who was Commission, 
paid a salary of 230 Z. per annum, had been employed in the Office of the “Inland Navi- 
gation Commission,” and that a substitute had been provided in the Office of the Irish 
Church Temporalities Commission at a salary of 1 Z. 11s. 6d. per week, the salary of the 
former having been charged to Irish Church Funds, and that of the latter to Tempo- 
rary Commissions, whereas the reverse course should have been followed, as the Inland 
Navigation Commission had the services of the higher paid official. 

In consequence of these remarks, the difference, 91 Z. 13 s. 9 d., has been recovered by 
the Commissioners from tlic Vote for Temporary Commissions, and placed to the credit of 
Irish Church Funds. 

With reference to the remarks in the Report on the Account to 31st December 1880, Refund by Mr. Ball 
I have now to state that Mr. Ball has since refunded, in respect of costs, 22 l. 11s. 11 (/., of certain funds in 
and of Approval Fees, improperly received by him, 997 /. 10 s., in compliance with the his possession. 
Order of Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland of 3rd July 1880.
